To  The  Inhabitants  of  Dalton,  qualiHed  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hal!  in  said  Dalton 
on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of  March  next,  at  12  o'clock  noon  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects.  The  polls  will  be  open  at  12  o'clock  and 
will  close  at  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  business  meeting  will 
open  at  8  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right 
to  issue  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  for  1973  as 
prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  appropriate  the  amounts  therein  or 
to  make  any  changes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  join  the  Public  Health  Nursing 
Service  at  the  cost  of  $1.00  per  person  or  $526.00  and  raise  money 
for  same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
1972  and  1973  Funds  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972 
to  build  a  Fire  Station.  Available  money  will  be  approximately 
$18,000.00.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

TO:     Town  of  Dalton  Board  of  Selectmen 

A  total  of  55  cases  were  presented  to  the  courts  for  disposition  in 
the  past  year.  This  represents  a  100%  increase  over  1971.  Of  these, 
four  were  juvenile  cases  with  the  remainder  being  divided  between 
motor  vehicle  and  criminal  offenses.  During  the  year  26  accidents 
were  investigated.  This  is  also  an  increase  of  approximately  75%. 

The  number  of  cases  of  breaking  and  entering  and  malicious  dam- 
age showed  a  substantial  decrease  going  from  20  in  1971  to  8  in  1972. 
This  could  be  due  in  part  to  the  increased  hours  of  patrol  and  pro- 
perty checking.  Total  hours  paid  am.ounted  to  1,443V2  hours  and 
12,935  miles,  or  an  average  of  28  hours  and  248  miles  per  week.  This 
is  a  total  increase  of  45  hours  and  1,746  miles  over  1971.  The  major- 
ity of  this  was  in  the  following  three  areas:  Patrol  and  property 
check— 691  hours  6,754  miles;  Investigating  B-E  &  L— I8IV2  hours 
1,336  miles,  and  Court — 107  hours  and  1,280  miles. 

During  late  summer  the  new  Model  Home  on  Dalton  Ridge  was 
burglarized.  This  resulted  in  many  hours  of  investigation  and  court 
time.  After  two  trips  to  Boston,  2  persons  were  brought  before  Su- 
perior Court  to  be  tried  and  convicted  of  this  crime.  This  was  ac- 
complished through  the  combined  efforts  of  White*ield  and  North 
Woodstock  departments  along  with  the  State  Police  Detectives.  Also 
very  instrumental  in  this  was  some  private  citizens  who  were  will- 
ing to  "get  involved."  They  took  the  time  and  interest  to  come  to 
court  to  testify  at  a  considerable  expense  to  themselves.  CONGRA- 
TULATIONS to  these  people  and  the  County  Attorney  for  a  job  well 
done. 

I  attended  several  seminars  held  at  the  New  Hampshire  Technical 
College  in  Berhn  covering  such  subjects  as  narcotics  and  dangerous 
drugs,  alcohol  problems  and  the  drunken  driver,  etc.  I  also  attended 
courses  presented  by  St.  Anselm  College  at  Lincoln  covering  Crim- 
inal Law,  Criminalistics,  Human  Relations  and  Social  Psychology. 
These  courses  were  presented  2  nights  a  week  4  hours  each  night  for 
14  weeks.  If  arrangements  can  be  made,  it  is  planned  to  continue 
these  and  other  courses  this  spring  and  fall.  There  are  also  several 
more  seminars  planned  for  Berlin.  These  are  the  first  courses  offer- 
ed in  the  "North  Country"  and  are  funded  mostly  through  the 
Crime  Commission. 

During  1972  we  purchased  clothing  and  equipment  for  3  men  as 
well  as  some  office  equipment.  In  the  past  this  was  done  from  per- 
sonal funds.  It  is  hoped  that  some  additional  equipment  can  be  ob- 
tained this  year  and  complete  setting  up  the  office.  We  again  are 
grateful  for  the  support  of  the  citizens  of  Dalton  for  their  continued 
support  and  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  also 
thank  the  surrounding  towns  for  their  continued  help  for  if  we  do 
not  continue  to  work  together  we  tend  to  go  to  the  rear  instead  of 
ahead.

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WHITEFIELD  REGIONAL  AIRPORT 
COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT  —  1972 

The  Regional  Airport  Commission  is  happy  to  sub- 
mit its  annual  report  to  the  various  towns  that  it 
serves. 

A  glance  at  the  Budget  on  the  following  page  will 
show  that  the  Airport  Board  is  acting  in  a  prudent, 
hold  the  line  manner  while  continuing  to  provide  serv- 
ices to  all  the  people  in  the  area.  Even  though  the 
country  is  in  a  period  of  inflation  and  prices  are  sky- 
rocketing, the  cost  of  running  the  Regional  facility 
remains  at  all  time  low. 

Throughout  the  year  the  airport  served  as  a  base 
for  National  Guard  search  and  rescue  operations, 
provided  regularly  scheduled  air  service  to  and  from 
Boston,  charter  flights,  scenic  flights,  and  many  other 
services  to  both  private  and  commercial  interests. 

Air  line  service  continues  to  be  a  problem  and  if  the 
major  air  lines  had  their  way  they  would  drop  service 
to  most  of  New  Hampshire.  At  the  insistence  of  our 
congressional  delegations,  the  State  Aeronautics 
Board  and  many  people  who  are  concerned  with  air 
line  service  for  New  Hampshire,  hearings  have  been 
held;  the  outcome  of  which  will  determine  the  need 
for  air  service  and  which  airport  will  receive  said 
service. 

The  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  was  represented 
by  Randall  Spalding  at  the  hearings  and  the  recom- 
mendations that  have  been  made  by  the  Bureau  of 
Operating  Rights  seem  to  favor  our  Regional  Airport. 
A  decision  on  the  final  outcome  is  not  expected  until 
late  1973.  In  the  meantime  the  towns  served  by  the 
Regional  facility  can  expect  air  line  service  to  and 
from  Boston  will  be  continued  throughout  the  sum- 
mer season. 
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Your  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  towns 
that  have  supported  us  in  the  past  and  we  make  an 
urgent  plea  for  future  support  from  all  of  the  towns 
served  by  the  Regional.  We  cannot  operate  without  fi- 
nancial support  from  the  several  area  towns. 

Governor  Thompson  has  recognized  the  need  for 
financing  airports  from  a  different  source  and  is,  at 
present,  studying  the  situation.  For  the  time  being  we 
must  depend  on  area  towns. 

A  special  thanks  to  Mr.  Randall  Spalding  and  all 
our  friends  who  supported  us  in  the  recent  investi- 
gations.
